W hen this horse kingdom was in its 
glory shipping horses here 
would 
have been like hauling coals to New­ 
castle. 
Until the motor age entered. H ar­ 
risonburg 
was 
recognized as the 
largest draft-horse m arket in the 
east. 
It was a common occurrence 
for IOO to 150 horses to change 
hands on “court day” and be ship­ 
ped to all parts of the country, 
livery farm er kept several breeding 
m ares and bred them regularly.

asked Booth if he would recite The Lord’s Prayer. 
W ith reverent re­ 
straint. he repeated the words, as only a Booth could. 
When he had 
finished a grave silence settled upon the entire room. 
The one who 
has recorded the story said th a t he had never heard anything like it— 
th a t God seemed to have entered the room as the words fell from Booth’s 
lips, 
Maeterlinck always understood the voice of silent beauty, Here to ti 
lovely prose-poem which he dedicated to the M adonna: 
“I hold out my hands toward the stars, full of grace for those souls 
who cry. No soul dies when love has spoken. 
No sin endures when love 
has wept. 
If love loses its way here below, its tears will find me and 
will not be lost.”
